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DETAILED ACTION

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without 
underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase 
"Not Applicable" should follow the section heading: 

(a) TITLE OF THE INVENTION. 

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or 

REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDLX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a).

(2) Description of the Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 37 CFR 1.98 : A description of the related art known to the 
applicant and including, if applicable, references to specific related art and 
problems involved in the prior art which are solved by the applicant's 
invention. This item may also be titled "Background Art." 

(f) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(d). A brief summary or 
general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1.73. The summary is 
separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather 
than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of the 
invention or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 
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(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawingfs) : See MPEP § 608.01(f). 
A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A description of 
the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 37 CFR 1.71. The 
description should be as short and specific as is necessary to describe the 
invention adequately and accurately. Where elements or groups of elements, 
compounds, and processes, which are conventional and generally widely known 
in the field of the invention described and their exact nature or type is not 
necessary for an understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the 
art, they should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification 
should refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately 
describes the subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01(m). The claim or claims 
must commence on separate sheet (37 CFR 1.52(b)). Where a claim sets forth a 
plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the claim should be 
separated by a line indentation. There may be plural indentations to further 
segregate subcombinations or related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 
608.01(i)-(p). 

(j) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01(f). A brief narrative of the 

disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less commencing on a 
separate sheet following the claims.

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Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: in page 6 line 28, 
"the present provides.." should read "the present invention provides". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1.71, as being so incomprehensible as to 
preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. For example, the following items 
are not understood: "the gray scale level 15 (1 1 1 100) could be used twice together with an 
additional frame for gray level 14 (01 1 100) and another additional frame for gray level 16 
(0000010), the frames in any desired order. Over the four frames the average gray level is 15, 
and there are equal numbers of binary Is and 0s". Notice that the gray scale level 15(11 1 100) 
are not equal numbers of binary Is and 0s. (see specification page 9, line 20-24) 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so that the 
examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure (i.e., 
matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed).

3. The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to facilitate 
understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing under 37 CFR 1.81. 
No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 



4. Claims 5-1 1 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any to other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 5-11 have not been further treated on the merits. 



5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4 and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Although the specification does mention the driving means is arranged to alter the n- 
digit number in respect of alt least one of the pixel to a closely adjacent value (page 9-10), the

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
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specification is not enabling as how to one of ordinary skill in the art would actually arrange the 
driving circuit to alter n-digit number as claimed/and how the dc balance is improve by that 
arrangement. In addition, claim 2 recited the limitation . .at least one of said pixel over the 
plurality of mages are brought closer to equality whereby to improve the dc balance", the 
specification is not enabling as how close to equality is needed to improve the dc balance. In 
addition, there is no support in the specification for/a look up table for determining how the at 
least one of number is to be altered (claim 4); plurality m of weighted bit planes. . . m is a 
positive number at least 2 lower than n. . . a memory and means for storing said memory signal 
for the first plurality of binary strings in sequential locations in said memory in decreasing order 
of significance of said significant digits, ... has been read out of a plurality of times proportional 
to the exponent of its associated digit (claim 8); means for applying a small ac potential 
difference to pixel array. . .(claim 1 1). 



7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-4 and 12-15 are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with 
current U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. For example, the language 
"... so that the numbers of Is and 0s written thereat over said writing of a complete image are 
brought closer to equality whereby to improve the dc balance" (claims 1-2) and "wherein at least 
one said binary number has an inequality of 1 s and 0s, characterized in that said method 
comprising a step of altering the said at least one binary number to a closely adjacent value to 
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reduce or remove said inequality therein ... is left unchanged, reduced or removed", (claims 12- 
14), is unclear and confusing.
